BWG, Innisfil sign agreement for water treatment plant expansion 
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Bradford West Gwillimbury coun¬ 
cil has approved a new agreement 
with InnServices - the arm’s-length 
municipally-owned corporation 
established last year by the Town of 
Innisfil to manage water and waste- 
water services and infrastructure. 

On January 1, all of Innisfil’s 
Water/Wastewater assets were 
transferred to InnServices. 

In 2004, the Towns of BWG and Inn¬ 
isfil signed an agreement for the sup¬ 
ply and sale of bulk-treated water fiom 
Innisfil's Lakeshore water treatment 
plant, to Bradford. In 2008 and 2012, 
the agreement was amended, to pro¬ 
vide BWG with an additional 3,600 
cu. m. ofwaterperday- a "loan’,' until 
Phase 3 of the Lakeshore Water Treat¬ 
ment Plant expansion could be built 

The Phase 3 expansion tender is now 
about to be awarded - earlier than is 
needed by Innisfil, to ensure Bradford 
West Gwillimbury has sufficient water 
for its planned growth. In return, BWG, 
through its Early Payment Agreement 
#3 with residential developers, will be 
up-fronting the $34.05 million cost of 
design and construction for the Phase 
3 expansion - with $15.87 million to 
come fiom development charges, and 
$18.68 million from the EPA #3.

MTO should 
consider options 



L ast week, The Bradford 
Times published a story 
about the Ontario Ministry of 
Transportation’s insistence 
that refugees work their way 
through the graduated licensing 
system, if unable to produce 
“acceptable proof of foreign driving 
experience.” 

In other words, an original 
driver’s licence. 

When documentation has been 
lost or stolen in the flight to safety 
- and when the refugees have fled 
a country like Syria, driven by 
civil war, that has no reciprocal 
agreement with Canada - 
confirming past driving experience 
may be an impossibility. 

By insisting that refugees start 
from the beginning, at the G1 level, 
the province is making it more 
difficult for them to sustain an 
independent lifestyle. In a major 
centre like Toronto, refugees may 
be able to rely on public transit - 
but many have been welcomed to 
smaller communities across the 
province, where transportation is 

Ali A1 Shteiwe, his wife, and 10 
children have relocated to Bradford. 
Their sponsors found them a 
large home, arranged for a van, 
and helped Ali find employment. 


Unfortunately, the home is located 
far from the Bradford urban area, 
shopping, doctors’ offices - and 
Ali’s place of work. Without a valid 
driver's licence, Ali must rely on 
volunteer drivers to get to and from 
his work, 8 km. away, or walk. AG1 
licence would still require him to be 
accompanied by an "experienced” 
driver, whenever he’s behind the 

Back in Syria, Ali was a taxi driver; 
his cab and licence were stolen 
when he and his family fled the war. 

Transportation Minister Steven 
Del Duca has cited “public safety" 
as the reason for insisting that 
refugees work their way through 
the graduated system - but has 
said that the province is "looking 
at the options.” Surely one of those 
options is to provide refugees 
with the opportunity to swear an 
affidavit as to their past experience, 
and take a G2 test - or at least, have 
limited driving privileges, that 
would allow them to get to and 
from work. 

Perhaps residents would like 
to discuss the options with the 
minister.

A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION 

To the editor: Re: Seniors Housing CIP 

We think the proposed Seniors’ Housing 
Improvement Plan (CIP) is a very smart way 
to encourage developments that will provide 
the housing and care seniors need to stay 
in Bradford West Gwillimbury. Working 
with town council and staff, we’ve seen that 
seniors' housing truly is a priority that they 
hope to achieve, and we are very happy 
being able to work with them so effectively. 
This proposed CIP is yet another indication 
of council’s commitment to this critical 

Our proposed facility will, according 
to the town’s own estimates, address 
over 85% of the town’s current need for 
supported living for seniors, as well as create 
approximately 90 jobs when the facility 
is fully occupied. In essence, our project 
will significantly address the town’s two 
main priorities, of seniors’ housing and job 
creation. The permanent jobs start a few 
months before we open, and we typically 
build out a project within 18 months from 
the date a building permit is issued. These 
new jobs do not include the construction 


work. When complete, the property will also 
generate significant new tax revenues for the 
town - revenue it does not currendy receive. 

Throughout this process, we have been 
upfront with town council that levying 
development charges of approximately $2.4 
million (which accounts for roughly 7% of 
the total creation cost) is something we hope 
to avoid. SL lohn’s Presbyterian Church 
paid to have the site fully serviced when 
they originally bought the land 15 years ago. 
Typically, development charges are charged 
by municipalities and counties to fund 
infrastructure related to development - but 
in our case, all the infrastructure the DCs 
might pay for is already present on the site. 

This CIP proposes the potential to reduce 
DCs up to 50%, which is a step in the right 
direction. Being able to reduce - or ideally, 
forgive entirely - the development charges 
means not having to pass such costs on to 
our future residents. We look forward to the 
process unfolding throughout the next few 
months.
